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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group in, claims 46-55, in Paper No. 5 received 
November 7, 2003 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the amendment to the 
claims makes the restriction requirement mute. This is not found persuasive because the phrase 
"through a global communications network" does not bridge the gap and provide non- 
distinctness between the four groups so as to obviate the restriction requirement. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 1-45 and 56-67 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 5. 



3. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative.

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 



5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the content of it is not proper. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

7. Claims 46-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 46, line 1 1, the phrase "said client" is not clear as to whether it is the "master 
client" previously referenced from lines 3 and 4. 

Claim 47, line 3, the phrase "said particular client" is not clear as to whether it is the 
"master client" or "said client" previously referenced from claim 46. 



8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 46-55, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Diamond et al., US 6,370,515. 

Diamond discloses an inventory management system, e.g. 10, 62, through a global 
computer network, e.g. 48, comprising local databases, e.g. 63, a master database, e.g. 53, 66, 
and a product, e.g. demand factors, that may be geographically distributed. Diamond does not

specifically disclose the terms web server or local servers.

However, to have provided a web server and local servers to connect the system of 
Diamond would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Doing such would provide 
common knowledge computer networking set-up technology for the system of Diamond to 
determine if the product was available. Also, to have provided common knowledge business 
rules, orders, order history and shipping information regarding a particular client would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.

computer network system. 

Spagna, US 6,587,837, discloses distribution centers in a network system.

system. 

Fox, US 6,253,187, discloses a master database in an inventory management system. 
Abdelnur et al., US 6,212,640, discloses in Fig. 4 a web server 480 and local server 460. 
Collins, US 6,061,681 discloses matching of products in a network system. 
Johnson, US 5,712,989, discloses local and master databases 50, 20 in a network system.
